Fire Hazard Season is upon us 


Bracken County resi¬ 
dents are reminded that Fire 
Hazard Season is upon us. 

According to KRS 
149.400, Kentucky Forest 
Fire Hazard Season is Febru¬ 
ary 15 through April 30 and 
October 1 through Dec. 15. 

During the forest fire 
hazard seasons, even though 
the precautions required 
by KRS 149.375 have been 
taken, it is unlawful for any 
person to: set fire to, or to 


procure another to set fire to, 
any flammable material ca¬ 
pable of spreading fire, locat¬ 
ed in or within one hundred 
fifty feet (150’) of any wood¬ 
land or brushland, except 
between the hours of 6 p.m. 
and 6 a.m., prevailing local 
time, or when the ground is 
covered with snow. 

Remember, all fires 
should be attended until ex¬ 
tinguished.

The boxes will be mount¬ 
ed within the school build¬ 
ings, affixed with the “Shout 
Out Box” label, advertised 
throughout the school with 
the free “Shout Out Box” 
Posters, and ready for stu¬ 
dents to begin their anony¬ 
mous system of reporting. 
These boxes can be used by 
students to report violence, 
smoking, stealing, cheating, 
weapons, drugs and bully¬ 
ing or other miscellaneous 
issues. Reporting by stu¬ 
dents can be totally anony¬ 
mous or the student can give 
their name if they wish to do 
so. Students can band to¬ 
gether to do the Right Thing 
to protect themselves or to 
protect a friend. By anony¬ 


mously reporting things that 
are occurring in your school 
you can help make a differ¬ 
ence and to help prevent bad 
things from happening in and 
around your school. 

In addition to reporting 
the above, students can also 
use these boxes to make sug¬ 
gestions to the schools on 
how to improve services that 
are provided to the students 
and the school. Sheriff Nie¬ 
meier and Superintendent 
Tony Johnson are asking 
that students take advantage 
of this program to report is¬ 
sues that they are having, 
especially those within the 
Bracken County School 
System. Students have an 
opportunity to be a part of 
making a Positive Change 


within their School System 
by reporting suspicious or 
criminal activities.

From The Bracken Chronicle 
January 28, 1942 
Ira Craig Sends Story of 
the 1897 Flood Continued 

The force of the wind and 
waves made batter rams of the 
loosened logs, and the damage 
they impaired cannot be esti¬ 
mated. Only one veranda was 
left on Front Street, and that 
was the home of Charles L. 
Hook. Several elegant homes 
on this prominent resident 
thoroughfare were wrecked by 
having great holes tom in their 
walls by floating logs. 

A portion of the old Laban 
J. Bradford property, comer 
Front and Frankfort Streets, 
was destroyed—the entire 
north wall being tom away. 
The property is now owned 
by Adam Shroufe, one our old 
and respected citizens. 

The veranda in front of 
the homes of Miss Sue Orr, 
C. W. Taylor, F. K. Brothers, 
John O’Neil, and R. P. Ham¬ 
ilton and Mrs. Alice Bradford, 
all on Front Street were car¬ 
ried away. 

The floors, windows and 
doors in the home of Mrs. 
Malkus were destroyed. 

The home of Leslie Broth¬ 
ers felt the force of the flood, 
the floors being tom up, man¬ 
tels destroyed and rear kitchen 
wrecked. 

The residence of Kline 
O’Neill is among the num¬ 
ber to be seriously damaged. 


Logs, propelled by the waves, 
tore holes in the brick walls, 
the water caused the mantels 
to sink to the cellar, mining 
the floors and wrecking the 
back kitchen. 

Mrs. Alice Bradford’s 
home failed to escape the rav¬ 
ages of the murky waters. Be¬ 
sides having the veranda of her 
home carried away, the floors 
of the house are left in bad 
condition and plastering off as 
high as the water reached. 

At the home of John 
O’Neill the floors were in¬ 
jured, mantels sunk and back 
porch gone. 

The Weldon home had 
holes tom in walls either by 
the waves of loose saw logs. 

The Felix tenement houses 
had many windows broken by 
floating logs and wreckage. 

The home of Clarence 
Rawlings, Dr. Charles Steen 
and J. R. Carter, all adjourn¬ 
ing, are in bad condition—the 
floors being raised above the 
windows and the buildings in¬ 
jured in many other ways. 

The three-story residence 
of Miss Emma Ludwig is 
greatly damaged, a large hole 
being torn in the front wall. 
Her frame building adjoin¬ 
ing was completely wrecked. 
Miss Ludwig’s tenement 
house on Williams Street, and 
occupied by George Moyer, is 
a total wreck.

What is the link be¬ 
tween diabetes and cardio¬ 
vascular disease (CVD)? 

• CVD is a major com¬ 
plication of diabetes and the 
leading cause of early death 
among people with diabe¬ 
tes—about 65 percent of 
people with diabetes die from 
heart disease and stroke. 

• Adults with diabetes are 
two to four times more likely 
to have heart disease or suf¬ 
fer a stroke than people with¬ 
out diabetes. 

• High blood glucose in 
adults with diabetes increas¬ 
es the risk for heart attack, 
stroke, angina, and coronary 
artery disease. 1 

• People with type 2 dia¬ 
betes also have high rates of 
high blood pressure, lipid 
problems, and obesity, which 
contribute to their high rates 
of CVD. 2 

• Smoking doubles the 
risk of CVD in people with 
diabetes. 

What is the national re¬ 
sponse to this major health 
problem? 

The National Diabetes 
Education Program (NDEP) 
works in collaboration with 
many partner organizations to 
reduce illness and death from 
CVD in people with diabetes. 
NDEP’s Control Your Diabe¬ 
tes. For Life, education cam¬ 
paign strives to help health 
care professionals and their 
patients control the multiple 
risk factors associated with 
CVD and diabetes. It also 
helps people with diabetes 
learn how to reduce their risk 
of diabetes kidney, eye, and 
nerve disease. The campaign 
focuses on comprehensive 
control of diabetes and urges 
optimal management of A1C 
(a measure of average blood 
glucose), Blood pressure, and 
Cholesterol. The ABC treat¬ 


ment goals for most people 
with diabetes are: 

A - A1C (blood glucose) 
less than 7 percent 

B - Blood Pressure less 
than 130/80 mmHg 

C - Cholesterol - LDL 
less than 100 mg/dl 

What are the benefits to 
people with diabetes when 
they control their ABCs? 

The United Kingdom 
Prospective Diabetes Study, 
3 the Diabetes Control and 
Complications 

Trial/Epidemiology of 
Diabetes Interventions and 
Complications 1 study, and 
other clinical trials have 
demonstrated the following 
benefits of optimal control of 
the ABCs of diabetes: 

• Intensive glucose con¬ 
trol reduces the risk of any 
CVD event by 42 percent 
and the risk of heart attack, 
stroke, or death from CVD 
by 57 percent. 1 

• In general, every per¬ 
centage point drop in A1C 
blood test results (e.g., from 
8.0 percent to 7.0 percent) 
reduces the risk of diabetes, 
kidney, eye, and nerve dis¬ 
ease by 40 percent. 2 

• Blood pressure con¬ 
trol reduces the risk of CVD 
among persons with diabetes 
by 33 percent to 50 percent, 
and the risk of diabetic kid¬ 
ney, eye, and nerve disease 
by approximately 33 per¬ 
cent. 2 In general, for every 
10 mm Hg reduction in sys¬ 
tolic blood pressure, the risk 
for any complication related 
to diabetes is reduced by 12 
percent. 2, 3 

• Improved control of 
cholesterol or blood lipids 
(for example, HDL, LDL, 
and triglycerides) can reduce 
CVD complications by 20 
percent to 50 percent. 2 

How well are people 
meeting therapy goals for 
diabetes and CVD? 


National surveys of 
people with diabetes show 
that there still is a wide gap 
between current and desired 
diabetes care. For example: 

• only 7.3 percent of peo¬ 
ple surveyed were at goal for 
all three ABCs of diabetes 4 

• two in five have poorly 
controlled LDL cholesterol 

• one in three has poorly 
controlled blood pressure 

• one in five has poorly 
controlled blood glucose. 5 

What can people with 
diabetes do to lower their 
CVD risk? 

People with diabetes can 
work with their health care 
team to develop and use an 
action plan to reach their 
ABC goals. An action plan 
can help people to: 

• Reach and stay at a 
healthy weight. Being over¬ 
weight or obese is a risk 
factor for heart attack and 
stroke. 

• Get at least 30 to 60 
minutes of physical activity. 
Brisk walking or a similar ac¬ 
tivity most days of the week 
can help with weight loss and 
lower blood pressure. 

• Eat foods that are low 
in saturated fats, trans fats, 
cholesterol, salt (sodium), 
and added sugars - choose 
lean meats, poultry, fish, nuts 
(in small amounts), fatfree or 
lowfat milk, and milk prod¬ 
ucts. 

• Eat more fiber - whole 
grains, fruits, vegetables, and 
dry peas and beans. 

• Stop smoking - or ask 
their health care team for 
help to quit. Smoking is one 
of the major risk factors as¬ 
sociated with heart attack 
and stroke. 

• Take medications as di¬ 
rected - and ask their doctor 
about taking daily aspirin. 

• Ask family and friends 
to help them manage their di¬ 
abetes. This support can help 
people reach their goals. 

How can NDEP help? 

NDEP provides free ma¬ 
terials to help people with 
diabetes understand the link 
between diabetes and CVD 
and to take action to manage 
the ABCs of diabetes and 
lower their risk for CVD. 
Materials are available in 
English, Spanish, and 15 
Asian and Pacific Islander 
languages. All materials in¬ 
clude a record form to track 


the ABCs of diabetes test 
results and monitor progress 
toward goals.

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2011-2012 deer season 
ends with fourth largest 
overall harvest 

Kentucky’s 2011-12 
white-tailed deer season end¬ 
ed Jan. 16 with hunters post¬ 
ing the fourth largest overall 
harvest ever recorded. 

“The 119,656 deer taken 
was the highest total since 
the 2008-2009 season,” said 
Tina Brunjes, deer program 
coordinator for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wild¬ 
life Resources. “Good hunt¬ 
ing weather may have been a 
contributing 
factor to the 
excellent har¬ 
vest during 
the last two 
months of the 
season.” 

Hunters 
bagged a re¬ 
cord harvest 
of 12,989 in 
December, 
which sur¬ 
passed the 
previous re¬ 
cord by 4,261 
set in De¬ 
cember 2004. 

“Muzzleload- 
er hunters were responsible 
for that big jump, checking 
in 10,536 deer during their 
nine-day late season that ran 
Dec. 10-18,” said Brunjes. 

January’s harvest was 
excellent, too with hunters 
telechecking 2,628 deer - just 
73 short of last year’s record 
harvest for the month. 

Overall, hunters reported 
taking 55 percent male deer 
and 45 percent female deer. 
Modem firearms hunters 
bagged 83,357 deer, muzzle- 
loader hunters 15,161 deer 
and archers 18,169 deer. 

“For the last 10 years 
our harvest has gone up and 
down a bit, but overall the 
trend is stable,” said Bmnjes. 
“That’s a good sign.” 

This past season, Ken¬ 


tucky had 90,247 successful 
deer hunters, but 77 percent 
(69,776 hunters) took just 
one deer. “Seventeen percent 
of our successful deer hunt¬ 
ers (15,118 hunters) took 
two deer, and six percent of 
our successful deer hunters 
(5,353 hunters) took three or 
more deer,” said Bmnjes. 

By zone, hunters har¬ 
vested 52,664 deer in the 35 
Zone 1 counties; 30,160 deer 
in the 27 Zone 2 counties; 
25,324 deer in the 33 Zone 3 
counties and 11,505 in the 25 
Zone 4 counties. 

The bulk of Kentucky 
counties are in deer manage¬ 
ment Zones 2 and 3. Bmnjes 
said there’s 
still work to 
be done in the 
Zone 1 coun¬ 
ties, where 
deer densities 
are too high, 
and in the 
Zone 4 coun¬ 
ties, where 
deer densities 
are below tar¬ 
get levels. 

Archers 
and muzzle- 
loader hunters 
took 61 per¬ 
cent antlerless 
deer. Modern 
gun hunters bagged the low¬ 
est percent of antlerless deer 
38 percent. 

Crossbow hunters posted 
the highest percent of antler¬ 
less deer in the harvest, 63 
percent. They also estab¬ 
lished a new harvest record in 
the process. Crossbow hunt¬ 
ers bagged 1,969 deer, which 
represents about 1.6 percent 
of the overall harvest. 

For the third consecutive 
season, archers posted a har¬ 
vest record by taking 18,169 
deer, about 15 percent of the 
total harvest. 

“Overall, the hunters we 
have are being more success¬ 
ful,” said Bmnjes. “We hope 
that all this success will help 
them in mentoring new hunt¬ 
ers.”

Historical Society 
Publishes 
New Books 

Rosemarie B. Pell has 
finished two new publica¬ 
tions which will be added 
to the list of publications of¬ 
fered by the Bracken County 
Historical Society. These 
two new publications list 
the school census reports 
from 1894 to 1897. Since 
the 1890 US Federal Cen¬ 
sus was destroyed by fire, 
it is difficult to find records 
that list names and ages for 
children during that time 
period. The School Census 
books can help fill in the gap 
of the destroyed 1890 cen¬ 
sus as they list the names of 
parents, guardians and chil¬ 
dren between 6 and 20 years 
of age. Starting in the 1896 
reports some of the entries 
even show the birthdates and 
the parents’ ages and year of 
marriage. The school district 


names and numbers are not 
listed as these changed often 
and there were students from 
numerous towns in a school 
district; however town names 
and/or addresses were giv¬ 
en with the student on each 
form and these are included. 
The school census reports 
are in two volumes which are 
School Census 1894 & 1895 
and School Census Volume 2 
1896 & 1897. Each volume 
sells for $30.00. 

The Historical Society 
has also reprinted copies of 
the Bracken County History 
book and it is available again 
for $30.00. 

These books plus any 
of the other numerous pub¬ 
lications available from the 
Society can be purchased on 
Fridays or Saturdays at the 
Society office or anytime 
during the week from John 
Workman in the PVA office. 
If you would like to have the 
books mailed, please call the 


office to find out the amount 
of the P & H, which would 
be included your cost.
